Neo-Nazis to Newburgh 


The neo-Nazi National Re­ 
naissance Party (NRP) plan 
to stage their rally in New­ 
burgh Saturday “no matter 
what,” but a National Associ­ 
ation 
for 
Advancement 
of 
Colored People counter-demon­ 
stration has been canceled “in 
light of community interests.” 
Jumping Off Rase 
Tyrone Crabb, temporary di­ 
rector of Newburgh’* NAACP, 
declared 
Thursday 
that 
be­ 
cause of community interests 
his group was calling off plans 
to wage a counter-demonstra­ 
tion against the militant NRP. 


Acting Police Chief H. D. 
Masland has termed the situa­ 
tion "potentially explosive.” 
The NRP’s national direc­ 
tor, James H. Madole. former­ 
ly of Dutchess County, now of 
New York City, said he intends 
to use Newburgh as a base to 
spread the neo-Nazi philoso­ 
phy up the Hudson Valley. 
He said. “Poughkeepsie is 
next." He indicated his group 
would come into most cities in 
the valley. Whether Kingston 
was included could not be de­ 
termined. 
Officially, Newburgh author­ 
ities are remaining tight-lipped 
and glum. However, Chief Mas- 


lend confided. “No decision has 
yet been reached whether to 
invoke a fire ordinance prohib­ 
iting the rally In the court­ 
house on the grounds there 
aren't enough fire exit*.” 
A State Court of Appeals 
ruled June 13 that the NRP is 
a political party and has the 
right to use the courthouse 
City Manager Paul L. Mc­ 
Cauley- reveals a team of build­

The trooper, who resides with

To o many Americans, bo th black and white, hav e 
lo st sight o f what the civ il rights mo v ement — o r 
Negro rev o lutio n, o r racial crisis, call it what y o u 
will — is all abo ut, if ev er they understo o d it. 
Is no t its aim, basically and ultimately , to create 
a so ciety which affo rds all its members the fullest 
po ssible o ppo rtunity to wo rk and liv e and learn and 
to realize their po tential as human beings, inso far as 
they are able, regardless o f what co lo r skin they wear? 
To o many Americans, bo th black and white, seem 
willing to wash that dream do wn the drain o f histo ry , 
if ev er they believ ed in it. 
In almo st the same breath, the U.S. Ho use o f 
Representativ es enthusiastically passed a dubio us 
antirio t bill to treat the sy mpto ms o f Newark and 
Detro it and a do zen o ther cities, but ridiculed a plan 
to ex terminate the rats which o utnumber ev en the 
Negro es in tho se cities’ teeming slums. 
At a “ black po wer” co nference in Newark hundreds 
o f angry r Negro activ ists talked o f hate and bo y co tts 
and armed rebellio n, o f withdrawal and actual separ­ 
atio n fro m white America — and in so do ing wanned 
the hearts o f fanatics o f bo th co lo rs who wo uld like 
no thing better than the “ final so lutio n” o f o pen civ il 
war between white and black. 
It is to be ho ped that the v ast majo rity o f Ameri­ 
cans, bo th black and white, hav e to o much * go o d 
sense — and go o d will — to permit the civ il rights 
mo v ement to degenerate to this lev el. 
Despite setbacks and an ago nizingly slo w pace, im­ 
mense pro gress has been made in the past decade. 
Negro es — to o few o f them, but mo re and mo re o f 
them — are beginning to attain the educatio n and 
jo bs and liv ing standards that were denied their 
fat!iers. Do o rs o f o ppo rtunity are beginning to o pen 
a little wider each y ear. 
Mo re impo rtantly , men’s hearts are changing. The 
Negro is no lo nger the “ inv isible man” in American 
so ciety . He is gaining an appreciatio n o f his o wn 
wo rth, and by do ing it is fo rcing the white man to 
appreciate that wo rth as well. 
The ex tremists, the fanatics, the haters o n bo th 
sides are wro ng. They must be repudiated. Americans, 
bo th black and white, hav e co me to o far, hav e to o 
much to lo se and to o much to gain, to allo w their 
hearts to be hardened o nce mo re.

Teachers Talking To ugher 


Teachers are talking to ugher. 
The Natio nal Educatio n Asso ciatio n (NEA), with 
o ne millio n members, endo rsed a mo re militant and 
aggressiv e attitude at its annual co nv entio n this 
mo nth. 
Reso lutio ns appro v ed by the 6 ,500 delegates: 
Agreed to suppo rt affiliates that strike scho o l sy s­ 
tems by pro v iding funds, legal adv ice, staffs, and “ all 
the serv ices at its co mmand.” 
Attacked de facto segregatio n caused by residential 
patterns. 
Called fo r free public educatio n fo r children start­ 
ing at age 4 . 
Urged general rather than catego rical federal aid 
to scho o ls. 
The strike po licy reflects a “ new lo o k” fo r an as­ 
so ciatio n fo rmerly tho ught o f as mild-mannered. In 
the past, “ wo rk sto ppages” were described as “ up- 
pro fessio nal.” 
f 
This co nv entio n also unanimo usly endo rsed a reso ­ 
lutio n giv ing full suppo rt to the Flo rida Educatio n 
Asso ciatio n which has impo sed sanctio ns o n the state’s 
public scho o ls. 
As fo r de facto segregatio n, the reso lutio n urged 
“ bo ld ex perimentatio n” with student busing, educa­ 
tio nal parks and metro po litan area scho o l districts, 
altho ugh “ no t abando ning the co ncept o f the neigh­ 
bo rho o d scho o l. 
It also adv o cated co urt actio n to determine 
whether mino rity gro up students were depriv ed o f 
“ equal pro tectio n o f the law” by po litical bo undaries 
separating predo minantly white scho o l districts fro m 
largely Negro o nes.” 
Regarding the prev io usly accepted scho o l starting 
age o f 6 , the co nv entio n called it “ o bso lete.” 
The NEA’s change in attitude is partially caused 
by the need to co mpete with the American Federatio n 
o f Teachers (AFT), a 14 0,000-member AFL-CIO af­ 
filiate. 
The nex t step rumo red, scho o l bo ards will shudder 
to learn, is a merger o f the two teacher o rganizatio ns. 
The result wo uld be a fo rce to be recko ned with. 
Scho o l directo rs who want to be prepared had 
better start sharpening their nego tiating pencils.

King Elep hant 
The elep hant is the king, as 
he also was the king of the 
wonderful animal p op ulation 
that Europ e once fostered. In 
fact, 
the 
largest 
elep hant 
skeleton was found not in Af­ 


rica. hut near Kent, England, 
of all unlikely p laces. It is 
14 feet tall and is y ours to see 
at the British Museum in Lon­ 
don. 
This 
p rehistoric 
roamer’s 
tracks tell y ou much before 
y ou can see him. as do the 
leop ard’s, whose male and fe­ 
male tracks are v ery differ­ 
ent. Young elep hants p ut the 
whole foot on the ground; old­ 
er elep hants set the heel first.

Ordinarily , wild animals are 
susp icious of a water course. 
They p refer their water where 
it has accumulated from the 
rains. But elep hants will drink 
and slosh any where, and the 
up roar can be deafening at 
night around Lake Chad as 
well as the water holes.

This killer’s ey es are 
nev er still. He does not like, 
to cross op en sp aces.

The 
rhino is the easiest 
dangerous African animal to 
locate because he is reckless, 
and the giant waterbuck gives 
himself away by his own hor- 
ible smell.

that 
announces 
him 
ev ery where. 
Some sp ecies of ostriches, 
nature’s largest bird, signal 
when they ’re about to breed. 
Their long necks and legs 
turn red or blue, and their 
charge turns dangerous at the 
same time. The African quail, 
in turn, sleep in a tight circle; 


for safety , the turkey s alway s 
‘fly up hill. 
Tigers roar less than lions— 
ordinarily they mumble.

The may or vigorously de­ 
nied these p oints and threat­ 
ened a libel suit ov er the re­ 
p ort that his wife had left 
him. 
As of this week, unfortu­ 
nately , most of the above facts 
resulted in tragic headlines 
across 
the 
nation. 
Mrs. 
Cav anagh sued for sep arate 
maintenance. 
The p olice let 
p art of the p op ulation get 
comp letely out of hand. And 
the city faced $200,000,000 of 
damages in the worst street 
looting in the last half cen­ 
tury . 
Trav eling ov er Detroit by 
helicop ter, observ ers looked 
down on charred walls, lone 
chimney s, smoking ruins, a 
scene familiar to American 
bomber p ilots ov er Germany 
in World War II. No one ev er 
thought it could hap p en in 
America. 
Yet it did hap p en, in a city 
which was comp letely inte­ 
grated whefe Negroes had lu­ 
crativ e 
jobs 
in 
the 
auto 
p lants, the only city in the 
USA sending two Negroes to 
Congress. 
In Detroit, 
Ne­ 
groes and whites foi many 
y ears liv ed side by side. Most 
of them owned 
their own 
homes. W alter Rent her y ears 
ago had welcomed Negroes 
into the United AutoW orkers, 
making it one of the mo6t 
comp letely integrated unions 
in the nation.

telling the story of what hap ­ 
p ened may gi,;e the answers. 
Trouble began at 5 a. m. 
Sunday 
when 
the 
p olice 
raided the "Blind Pig" in the 
12th Street airea. 
There i« 
a 2 a. m dosing time for li­ 
quor establishments in De­ 
troit. and the p olice would 
hav e been remiss had they 
failed to raid the Blind Pig- 
Inside they arrested 70 Ne­ 
groes, and started to load 
them into three cars. How­ 
ever, they did not get them 
loaded fast enough, and a 
crowd of p imp s and p rosti­ 
tutes gathered. 
They began 
to hoot and jeer, then threw 
rocks at car windows. 
This p oint* to one reason 
for the Detroit outbreak— 
namely , the crime increase 
and p olice failure to dean it 
up . 
Those who started the 
Detroit riots were the crim­ 
inal 
element. 
But 
they 
sp read. 
And Detroit p olice, 
understaffed 
by 
500 men, 
were inadequate. 
At first, however, it was 
not their fault. 
They were 
ordered not to resist looters. 
The head of the Civil Rights 
Commission, Damon Keith, a 
Negro who is ex p ected to be­ 
come a federal judge, p honed 
the news media asking them 
not to p ublidze the riots; to 
give Negro leaders time to 
get things under control^ 
Congressman 
John 
Con­ 
y ers, a Negro, invaded the 
12th Street area to urge his 
fellow Negroes to keep the 
p eace. Cony ers was knocked 
off the top of his car. 
Meanwhile the p olice stood 
by . still under orders not to 
shoot. 
AH over town this 
word sp read like wildfire. It 
was a free license to loot. 
Black 
and 
white 
citizens 
ailike took adv antage of that 
license. Out of one store ten 
Negroes caried a safe. A p o­ 
liceman 
looked 
the 
other 
way . 
Through Sunday the loot­ 
ing continued. 
Food, ap p li­ 
ances, 
furs, 
clothing, 
fire­ 
arms, all were carried away 
by the armful or the truck­ 
load. 
Drug stores and li­ 


quor 
stores 
were 
broken 
op en. 
Looters got drunk on 
gin and hop p ed up on drugs. 
Finally , late Sunday eve­ 
ning, the National Guard was 
ordered in. 
But there was- 
anotbor delay of three hours. 
Meanwhile the looting con­ 
tinued. 
And 
during 
the 
Sunday night it sp read to the 
East Side, and a day later to 
Pontiac and surrounding cit­ 
ies. 
Like a p rairie fire it 
sp read. 
One com m ittee. rep resent­ 
ing 191 grocers told their 
story . 
All white, they had 
been wip ed out. 
They had 
not been able to get insur­ 
ance in that p art of town. 
One man told how he had 
worked sev en day s a week 
for 24 y ears, sav ed up $28 .- 
000. 
Now all was gone. 
There was a total of 714 
rep orted fires. Early Monday 
morning a woman called the 
fire dep artment, beseeching 
them to ecme to her home. 
She said it was on fire. 
The dep artment resp onded 
to her entreaties. The fire 
engines ran into a deadly 
crossfire of shooting. It was 
a trap . The firemen had to 
abandon two of their trucks. 
Police Commissioner Ray 
Girardin had organized crack 
emergency p olice squads to 
cop e with the riots in differ­ 
ent sections of Detroit. They 
remained immobile, not call­ 
ed up on to op erate. 
The reasons for the razing 
of some p arts of America s 
fifth biggest city can be sum­ 
marized as follows: 
1. The 
criminal element 
in Detroit was unruly oven 
before the riots stained. They 
started 
the 
trouble.

that, looting by aU elements 
got out of hand. 
2. The Detroit p olice were 
ordered not to fire on

3. The

The sun stares rudely at the 
Bahama Islands. What it sees 
are 700 white p ebbles, sur­ 
rounded by waters blue enough 
for an old-fashioned fountain 


children, and contributes 
o 
their sup p ort. 
The black p eop le hav e been 
here a long time. Today , they 
hav e the map esty of gove n- 
ment. It is they who wear fife 
p en. The sky is p ale and hot, 
p eriwigs and carry the mace 
and white terns stand still on 
wing. The p alms hang their 
arms at their sides. A jade 
lizard rocks on the mattress of 
a hibiscus flower. The clouds 
tower white high in the blue. 
The black fin tuna sashay s 
swiftly from the deep for a 
blue-strip ed bonita and, miss­ 
ing him, continues on out of 
the water, his v arnished hide 
glistening in the light. An old 
lady , black as evening slip ­ 
p ers, crouches by the sea to 
gut the hard white meat of a 
conch shell. Young women, 
with nude babies at their side, 
bend like p ray ing mantis to 
search the hard ground for 
wild p otatoes. 
On the edge of the sea. an 
old man holds his hat in his 
hand and stares at rows of 
neat rocks. This is a ceme­ 
tery . 
These 
are the 
head­ 
stones. A small wall keep s the 
south wind outside. The old 
man used to come here, sorry 
for her. Now he weep s for him­ 
self. 
Mr. Garv ey runs a good 
p lace in the nativ e village, and 
the men bring their shillings 
and dollars to drink booze and 
watch the limbo dancers. They 
laugh in the small hours, but 
they sweat on the boats by 
day . The new schooners look 
old. They drag the shoals like 
tired swans. 
Here, a man can hav e two 
kinds of children: in and out. 
The ins are sanctified by m ar­ 
riage; the outs are blessed by 
love. In the musical harmony 
of the Bahamas, one is not 
better than another. A p reg­ 
nant miss p ats her stomach 
and beams: "Bowlegs’ baby ." 
A man acknowledges his out 


of Her Majesty ’s Colony . It is 
p art of a silent convulsion. 
The new gov ernment moves 
cautiously , 
swatting 
wildly 
when the flies stand still. Each 
gambling casino will now p ay 
$1,000,000 a y ear in a land 
which has no income tax . This 
is a herniated weight. 
The little man knows nothing 
about it ex cep t that he is glad 
to see faces in the newsp ap er 
which require more ink. He 
has no more money , but he 
feels good to know that, for 
the first time in history , he is 
a member of the ruling class. 
When y ou mention p olitics, he 
grins through warp ed teeth 
and p oints across Prov idence 
Channel toward Nassau. “Tit’s 
ov er there,” he say s. 
It’s ov er here too, but he 
does not see it. Grand Baha­ 
ma, the big neglected island, 
sp arkles with new hotels and 
white terraced roofs. A man 
named Butler tried to conv ert 
the sands of Grand Bahama to 
sugar, but he failed. A man 
named Wallace Grov es follow­ 
ed him and made dollars fly 
like frightened p igeons. 
Some say he is a bad man. 
Few have met him. Fewer 
know. But the little man knows 
that when Mr. Grov es say s 
that oil will be p ump ed up out 
of the sea, it will hap p en. 
When he say s that sp anking 
new marinas will be carv ed 
out of coral, they will. If Mr. 
Grov es say s no, he say s it 
once. 
A good mate can earn $20 
on a 
tourist fishing boat, 
but ho can’t do it ev ery day .

WASHINGTON, July 27— 
Prominent 
Negro 
leaders 
now are issuing statements 
condemning the riots and dis­ 
orders in American cities and 
ex p ressing the belief that the 
"ov ery helming 
majority 
of 
the Negro community ” is op ­ 
p osed to violence. 
At the same time, how­ 
ev er, other Negro leaders, 
such 
as 
Adam 
Clay ton 
Powell, say that "Black Re­ 
bellions 
are 
a 
necessary 
p hase of the Black Rev olu­ 
tion.” While the ousted Har­ 
lem 
congressman 
say s 
he 
doesn’t ap p rov e of riots, his 
view is that the "rebellions” 
are natural dev elop ments. He 
declares that "all America 
will go up in flames" unless 
Negro 
congressmen 
are 
elected from 12 areas around 
the country . 
Charge Racism 
The fact is that for the 
last four y ears some of these 
same "Civ il-Rights” leaders 
hav e been organizing street 
“demonstrations” and march­ 
es.” When local officials or 
law - enforcement agencies 
hav e interv ened to forsetall 
violence 
or 
after 
it 
has 
erup ted, there hav e been ac­ 
cusations of “p olice brutal­ 
ity ” or “racism.” 
High officials continue to 
say they hav e had no ev i­ 
dence of "outside agitators." 
But the p ublic is beginning 
to 
susp ect 
that 
the riots 
could not hav e emerged si­ 
multaneously 
in 
different 
p arts of the country without 
some kind of organization 
behind them. Former Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, in a news 
conference 
this 
week, 
de­ 
clared that "it does look like 
there must be some kind of 
a p attern” to the riots be­ 
cause of the way they hav e 
been breaking out in one city 
after another in similar way s 
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and p resumably ov er minor 
incidents. He added; 
"A 
lot of

there is definitely a national 
p lanning 
sy stem 
because 
they seem to foliow such a 
definite p attern.” 
Reds Inv o hed 
The director of the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Inv estigation, 
J. 
Edgar Hoover, 
testified 
before the House Judiciary 
Committee

few 
months 
ago that "Communists and 
other subv ersiv es 
and 
ex ­ 
tremists were activ e in ex ­ 
p loiting and aggrav ating the 
riots 
in 
Harlem, 
W'atts, 
Cleveland, and Chicago." 
Chairman Edwin E. Willis, 
Democrat, of the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Ac­ 
tiv ities has just announced 
that his inv estigators hav e 
found 
subv ersiv e 
elements 
were involved in some of the 
riots and that he will ex ­ 
p ose the evidence at a p ub­ 
lic hearing soon. This is the 
committee which some of 
the 
so-called 
"liberals” 
in 
congress hav e been try ing to 
abolish. 
The theory that the riots 
m Detroit are local was criti­ 
cized by Sandra A. West, a 
UPI rep orter who hap p ens to 
be a Negro living in the 
neighborhood where violence 
occurred. She said: 
"Many Negroes in the De­ 
troit area now believe the 
riot was instigated by out-of- 
town forces. Some sasd that if 
the out-staters did not actu­ 
ally start the riot, they kep t 
it going and have now re­ 
turned to their home towns 
loaded down with riches from 
Detroit and ‘leaving us with 
nothing hut destruction.’ A 
great many of the casrs I saw 
cruising the area during the 
height of the looting Sunday 
had Ohio and Illinois p lates."

He was quoted as 
describing the riots in Ameri­ 
can cities as "rebellions” for 
which "a high p rice" must be 
p aid and as a “struggle to the 
death." 
The hard-core Communists 
in this country are p resum­ 
ably smart enough not to 
p articip ate themselv es in any 
guerrilla tactics or riots. They 
stand in the background and 
help to lay p lans for out­ 
breaks in v arious cities. The 
p resent strategy is to find 
some way to foment disorder, 
such as a quarrel with the p o­ 
lice or some argument on a 
street corner. Then, when a 
Negro is arrested, the entire 
neighborhood is aroused, and 
a race issue is made of it. 
Sooner or later the instiga­ 
tors of these disturbances will 
hav e to be brought to the bar 
of justice and p unished. But 
this will not hap p en until Con­ 
gress p asses laws p ermitting 
the federal gov ernment to use 
its full p ower to sup p ort the 
states in p rosecuting individ­ 
uals who go from one state to 
another to incite violence.

WASHLNGTON lAP) - Be­ 
fore it could even be brought 
under control the Detroit riot 
was up to its neck in p olitics, 
looking straight at the 
1968 
p residential camp aign. 
It’s a good guess we will be 
hearing about it until nex t 
y ear’s elections. 
Rep ublican 
leaders 
with 
former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower ap p rov ing, warned 
that anarchy is ap p roaching 
and blamed President John­ 
son for failing to "recognize 
the p roblem." 
This attack was made Mon­ 
day while Johnson at the re­ 


quest of Michigan Gov. George 
Romney . who may be John­ 
son’s Rep ublican riv al in the 
1%8 race, was ; rranging to 
send U. S. troop s into blaz­ 
ing Detroit. 
The whole story of what hap ­ 
p ened Monday and why John­ 
son took so long before p ermit­ 
ting the troop s to be used in 
the riot center—hasn't been 
told. It took many hours. 
Sought insurance 
The New York Times re­ 
p orted that at first "some of­ 
ficials 
in 
Washington 
sus­ 
p ected that the gov ernor was 
p rimarily 
seeking insurance 
against a p olitical setback in 
the riots by quickly associa­ 
ting the President with his 
own law enforcement efforts. 
But Johnson for his p art in 
his p ublic ex p lanation on the 


troop use to the nation around 
midnight Monday , rep eatedly 
made it clear Romney couldn’t 
control the riot and that the 
reason the troop s were being 
sent 
was 
because 
Romney 
said 
he 
needed 
them 
and 
couldn’t do without them. 
Romney , who has sp ent a 
good deal of 
1967 scouting 
around the country to sound 
out -sentiment about his chan­ 
ces nex t y ear, seemed cer­ 
tain until this riot to try for 
the Rep ublican nomination.
